Something for Boys.—“ Science’ 1 gives the following 
significant facts concerning the results of Smoking by 
Boys: -‘In an experimental observation of thirty- 
eight boys of all cbusses of society and ol‘ average health 
who had been using tobacco for a period ranging from 
two months to two years, i!7 showed severe injury to 
the constitution and insufficient growth; tfiJ the exist¬ 
ence of irregularity of the heart's action, disordered 
stomachs, cough, and a craving for alcohol; 13 had jn- 
termiUency of the pulse, and one Imd consumption. Af¬ 
ter they had abandoned the use of tobacco, within six 
months’time one half were free from their former symp¬ 
toms, and the remainder had recovered at end of a year.
